central corn belt section, a crop can be eut and cured for 
hay the same as clover, then the stubble in a short time 
will put out a new growth to be turned under in the fall 
as a fertilizer. Cow Peas are to the south what clover is 
to the north, and what alfalfa is to the west. There is 
now a widespread disposition to plant cow peas farther 
north than formerly on account of their quick growing 
habit and their great value for ensilage and soil improve- 
ment purposes, It has strong roots and heavy foliage, 
possessing great fertilizing powers, It draws its nourish- 
ment very heavily from the air, ‘and returns it in a richer 
measure to the soil, thereby enriching it to a degree that 
is remarkable. In the cow pea we have a fertilizer and a 
food at the same time. If not desired as a fertilizer, it 
makes a fine fodder for cattle. The cow pea ranks very 
high as a soil enricher, gathering immense quantities of 
nitrogen from the atmosphere, The ripe peas contain no 
less than 1814 per cent of digestible protein, .The vines 
properly cured are a most valuable fodder for cattle and 
sheep, being richer in protein and fat than the best clover 
hay. ‘This is not exactiy a pea, but belongs more proper- 
ly to the bean family. If desired the pods may: be har- 
vested for the grain and the vines plowed under to fertil- 
ize the soil. The seed or grain is ground and used for 
cattle fodder, the leaves and stalks also make good fodder 
fed green. Poor sandy soil may be greatly improved by 
plowing under a crop of cow peas and thus made into a 
fertile loam. If wanted to plow under for manure, sow 
with a drill, in drills a foot apart. If grown for seed, 
plant 314 feet apart and 1 foot in the row, and culitvate 
thoroughly, using 25 pounds of seed per acre. The yield 
of peas in a dry state is from 40 to 60 bushels per acre.

Mulching. After trees or bushes are plant- 


ed it is a great advantage in 
the spring or fall to muleh with a layer or litter of 
coarse manure 4 to 5 inches deep, extending 2 to 3 
feet out from the trunk all around and sufficiently 
to cover all the roots beneath. This prevents the 
ground cracking or baking, and keeps the earth 
moist and of an even temperature. 


After Culture No grass or weeds of any 


description should be 
allowed to grow around young trees or plants, To 
get the best results the ground should be kept 
clean and loose around them, at least until they 
begin to bear, Where the ground is poor, sur- 
face applications of manure are needed. Prun- 
ing should be done regularly every spring before 
the buds swell; in this way removal of large 
branches is avoided,
